The Twenty-Eigiith Ceremony. 

When these ceremonies have been performed, “the 
Skm priest cometh to the Nine Smeriu, [and he saith 
unto them], take ye him (i.e., the statue of the deceased) 
upon your arms.'’ This act wo see illustrated in the 
Vignette. Two of the Smkriu stand facing each other, 
and they hold up on their outstretched hands the statue 
of the deceased. By the side stands the Kiikr heb, 
who says four times: “ The god cometh, the protection 
“of the earth is stablishod by the mouth," ’nsifi

'same, tlio KliER I.IEB shall say: The doors of heaven
